I wanted  to  follow  up  with  one  of  the  items  from  last  month's  Great  Streets  walk 
of  Hollywood  Blvd. 

If  you  recall,  there  are  several  existing  stage  lights  along  the  Blvd.  They  were  put  up  by  the  CRA.  The  issue,  of 
course,  is  A)  what  to  do  with  them  and  B)  who  is  responsible  for  them,  since  the  CRA  is  no  longer  in  existence. 

If  they  remain,  we  should  figure  out  how  to  get  them  turned  back  on.  I believe  the  box  that  controls  them  - on 
Whitley,  north  of  the  Blvd  - has  been  damaged,  but  I don't  know  if  it  has  been  damaged  beyond  repair.  The 
lights  have  not  worked  for  several  years,  I'm  told.  We  could  certainly  always  use  additional  lighting.

Thanks  for  reaching  out!  I’ve  definitely  been  pondering  this  question 
since  our  maintenance  walk  as  well.  I think  how  we  move  forward  is  a 
collective  decision  among  our  offices  and  our  partners  in  the  BID  (hey 
guys!). 

I think  the  key  decision  for  all  of  us  going  forward  is  going  to  be  who 
maintains  these  fixtures,  and  who  pays  for  it  --  or  do  we  remove 
them. 

I agree  that  the  first  step  would  be  to  get  clarity  from  Public  Works  on 
what  kind  of  agreement  they  had  for  maintenance  with  the  CRA  and 
what  happened  to  that  when  the  CRAs  dissolved. 

If  we  collectively  decided  that  removing  those  fixtures  were  the  best 
course  of  action,  the  City  will  have  a small  team  at  Bureau  of  Streets 
services  that  will  be  dedicated  to  construction  on  Great  Streets  that 
we  could  task  with  that.  Their  primary  function  will  be  things  like  fixing 
tree  wells,  repairing  curbs/gutters,  small  asphalt  repairs,  new  ADA 
ramps,  etc,  but  we  could  explore  removing  these  fixtures  with  them. 

(I’m  using  the  future  tense,  because  the  funding  for  this  crew  is  in  this 
year's  budget,  but  it  will  take  a couple  months  to  fully  staff  up  and 
schedule  their  work  across  the  15  Great  Streets  including 
Hollywood.) 

If  you'd  like  to  convene  all  of  us  to  come  to  a decision  on  how  to 
proceed,  the  Great  Streets  team  would  gladly  be  at  the  table  and  can 
help  ID  the  right  people  from  the  city  departments  who  have  the 
institutional  memory  and  policy  background.
